There’s a joke William Matos makes with his 
friends whenever the Chicago Park District 
groundskeeping crew rolls through the patch 
of grass where he’s pitched his tent. 

“We've got maids and our own personal gar- 
dener,” Matos said. 

Matos, 37, his stepson Shadoe Garner, 25, 
and his friend John Ryder, 57, have been stay- 
ing in tents along a stretch of Lake Shore Drive 
in Uptown for about a month and a half, ever 
since they got sick of sleeping under bridges. 
They are three of an estimated 138,575 home- 
less people in Chicago, according to numbers 
from the Chicago Coalition for the Homeless. 

Matos, Garner and Ryder are not the first 
homeless Chicagoans to set up tents along a 
stretch of Lincoln Park in the Uptown neigh- 
borhood this summer. But they try to be the 
more cautious after a tent colony sprung up 
in the area and word circulated through the 
homeless community that police were enforc- 
ing the park’s 11 p.m. closing time. It is illegal 
to loiter in parks past that time. 


But Matos and his crew are not worried 
about the police. They stay small, and make 
sure their area is clean. 

“They know we’re trying,” he said. “Lately, 
they haven’t been bothering us.” 

During the day, they sit on milk crates and 
smoke and meet with their social workers. The 
three of them watch the cars go by and yell, 
“Slug bug!” when they see a Volkswagen Beetle. 

At night, they say they cooperate with po- 
lice as much as they can; when they are told to 
take down their tent, they pull up stakes. But 
they say the cops know them now. When they 
are asked for identification, they just point to 
the tent, and police go on their way. Even with 
cold weather encroaching, they plan to stay in 
the tent for as long as they can. 

“We live here,” Ryder said. “Where are we 
going to go? We ain’t going nowhere.” 

Finding the right place to pitch the tent is 
an art form. If the area is too sunny, the tent 
will get too hot and uncomfortable for sleep- 
ing. If it’s too close to bike or foot traffic, it 
will attract too much attention. The closer to

Lake Shore Drive, the less likely police will 
hassle them. 

Their spot between Wilson and Lawrence 
avenues had served them pretty well for about 
a week, they said early Tuesday morning, but 
they planned to pick up and move farther 
south soon, to a more secluded spot. Their 
tent was plainly visible to drivers on Lake 
Shore Drive. 

Ald. James Cappleman (46th), whose 
Uptown ward encompasses the part of the 
park where the tent was set up, could not be 
reached for comment. 

Matos, who grew up in Humboldt Park, said 
he used to have a three-bedroom apartment 
before he ran out of money. Now his back is 
so bad he can’t work, and he was kicked out 
of a North Side shelter earlier this summer for 
getting into a fight. Garner said he was kicked 
out, too, for accompanying his stepfather to 
the hospital afterward. 

They spent some time under the Wilson 
Avenue overpass before, in Matos’ words, “we 
got together and said, [Bleep] this bridge, 


let’s put tents up.’” 

One tent has since broken and is now used 
like a tarp to cover a shopping cart full of 
the men’s belongings. They'll let one woman 
pitch her tent next to them occasionally, but 
if anyone else tries to join, they will pick up 
and move. If the group gets too big, they say, 
they'll attract too much attention. 

And they want to stay outdoors as long as 
they can, rather than going to a shelter, which 
they spurn because of the crowds and the rules. 

“In shelters, we’ve got personalities, atti- 
tude problems, conflict, issues,” Matos said. 
“We eat better here.” 

In the meantime, they scavenge old char- 
coal briquettes and sticks from the park to 
use in a grill they found. They cook food that 
local nonprofits drop off, and grill everything 
they can: vegetables, canned goods and, one 
time, a whole chicken wrapped in foil. 

“Tt came out like a rotisserie chicken,” 
Matos said. “Every day’s a barbecue, pretty 
much.”

MOMENTS OF SILENCE 


Led by President Obama, Americans com- 
memorated the 13th anniversary of the 
Sept. 11, 2001, attacks Thursday by observing 
moments of silence for the thousands killed 
that day at New York City’s World Trade Cen- 
ter, the Pentagon and a Pennsylvania field. 

In what has become an annual ritual, 
relatives began slowly reciting the nearly 
3,000 names of the victims at a ceremony in 
lower Manhattan, from Gordon Aamoth Jr. 
to Igor Zukelman. 

Readers would pause as a bell was rung to 
mark the exact times when each of the four 
planes hijacked by al-Qaida militants crashed 
at the three sites and when each of the World 
Trade Center’s towers collapsed. With each 
bell, a moment of silence was observed. 

Obama spoke at the Pentagon during a pri- 
vate ceremony for relatives of the 184 people 
killed in the attack on the US. Department of 


Defense headquarters in Arlington, Va., sev- 
eral miles from the White House. 

He laid a wreath and kept his hand on his 
heart as “Taps” played. 

“Thirteen years after small, hateful minds 
conspired to break us, America stands tall and 
America stands proud,” Obama said. 

In New York, an invitation-only crowd 
stood beneath an overcast sky in the memo- 
rial plaza at the heart of the new World Trade 
Center, which is nearing completion in lower 
Manhattan. Some of those in attendance 
were dressed in military uniform, others wore 
‘T-shirts and sneakers. 

Many people held up posters with smiling 
photographs of their dead relatives. Red roses 
and American flags poked up from the bronze 
plates bearing victims’ names that ring the 
two waterfalls that now trace the footprints 
of the fallen towers. 


The high fences blocking off public access 
to most of the World Trade Center site finally 
came down in May. 

While lower Manhattan may look differ- 
ent this year, the threat to the United States 
represented by the Sept. 1 attacks remains. 
Washington and its allies see Islamic State, a 
group that began as an offshoot of al-Qaida, 
as an increasing danger. 

“It definitely drives home the fact that 
there are certain things that haven’t changed 
since September 11th,” Brendan Chellis, who 
was working on the 30th floor of one of the 
twin towers at the time of the attack, said out- 
side the New York ceremony. 

The only ceremony open to the general 
public was at the Flight 93 National Memo- 
rial in Shanksville, Pa., where one of the four 
hijacked airliners crashed after a struggle be- 
tween passengers and the hijackers.

Exhibit at UIC 
honors Ill. soldiers 
killed in action 
since Sept. 11, 2001 


On the anniversary of 9/11, Gov. Quinn 
on Thursday morning unveiled an ex- 
hibit of hand-drawn portraits of Illinois 
service members who have since lost 
their lives. 

The “Portrait of a Soldier” exhibit 
opened at the University of Illinois at 
Chicago’s Student Center on Thurs- 
day, the 13th anniversary of the Sept. 11 
attacks. 

The origins of the exhibit date to 
2004, when Cameron Schilling, an art- 
ist from Mattoon, Ill, drew a portrait 
of Charles Neeley, a fellow Mattoon 
resident who died in Iraq. The next year, 
Schilling decided to sketch portraits of 
all fallen Illinois service members, ac- 
cording to the governor’s website. He 
sends the originals to the service mem- 
bers’ families, and copies are added to 
the “Portrait of a Soldier” display. 

The exhibit has traveled across the 
state in recent years. It includes por- 
traits of more than 300 members of the 
Army, Navy, Air Force and Marines. It is 
arranged by each soldier’s date of death. 

Anthony Vazquez, of Portage Park, 
took a cellphone snapshot of the por- 
trait of his son, Jason, who died in Af- 
ghanistan in 2008. 

“That picture is one of the ones I re- 
ally admire. I told him I’ll always have it 
with me, I'll always keep it in my heart,” 
said Vazquez, who keeps the original 
sketch in his living room.

“Did I just get stung by a bee?” Chloe Grace 
Moretz asked. 

She examined a fresh red welt on her hand, 
and then pressed her cool glass of lemonade 
against the spot. 

“Ow,” she said with a sigh. “It’s hot.” 

There had been little fanfare as the insect 
buzzed around her plate. But Moretz rarely 
betrays her age. At 17, she’s been acting in 
films for more than half her life. This year, she 
starred in an off-Broadway play and appears in 
three films, and yet considers herself less busy 
than usual. 

“Usually,” she said, “I’m filming movies si- 
multaneously with press tours.” 

Right now, she’s in promotional mode. In 
August, there was “If I Stay’—an adaptation 
of a bestselling young adult novel in which the 
actress had her first romantic leading role. This 
month comes “The Equalizer,” in which her 
part is far less substantial but drastically dif- 
ferent: Equipped with tiny skirts and colorful 
wigs, she’s a prostitute Denzel Washington's 
undercover commando seeks to protect from 
abusive pimps. On Oct. 24, she’ll be seen play- 
ing her age again in “Laggies” as a high school 
student who strikes up an unlikely friendship 
with a 20-something slacker (Keira Knightley). 

“On paper, I think I’m a lot like my char- 
acter [in ‘Laggies’],” she said. “She’s very 
me—dry and [a straight shooter]. I had some 
of the most fun I’ve ever had on that movie. 
But for some reason, I really enjoy the darker 


projects.” 

It’s clear that Moretz is trying to establish 
her versatility. She first made an impression in 
the “Kick-Ass” franchise as a foul-mouthed, 
vigilante teenage superhero—the kind of 
character that’s in her wheelhouse, she says. 

“I think I’m good at doing a hard character— 
really aggressive or nonchalant—that’s easy for 
me,” she said. “But I prefer the darker roles— 
things that are really messed up. My family is 
really normal, and I have a great life, so I feel 
that I need to experience these emotions that 
I'd never otherwise be able to experience.” 

Moretz spends a lot of time fretting about 
whom she can trust. She finds she has to defend 
against rumors “that I’m slutty or something 
like that” and frequently skips the party scene. 

“People invite you and try to get you to do 
things, but I’m an incredibly strong-willed 
person,” she said. “If I feel like anyone is try- 
ing to make me do something, I’m like, “You 
need to get out of my face right now’ I’m very 
protective of myself.” 

Antoine Fuqua, who directed Moretz in 
“The Equalizer,” which opens Sept. 26, was 
surprised by how self-assured she was. Amy 
Pascal, the head of Sony Pictures, suggested 
the actress to the filmmaker, but Fuqua was 
reluctant because of how young Moretz was. 

“But then we did a reading and she was clear 
about where she felt she was going in her ca- 
reer,” he said. “I thought it was a very mature 
thing to be thoughtful about that— especially 
with a director who is considering hiring you.”

Across the country, 
Milo’s twin sister, Maggie (Kristen Wiig), 
with whom he hasn't spoken in a decade, is 
about to ingest a dangerous amount of pills 
when she gets a call about Milo. Suddenly, a 
sibling relationship is forced back to life in 
very unusual fashion. 

That said, “The Skeleton Twins” is relative- 

ly weak on paper. Count the formulaic sub- 


plots: Maggie isn’t sure if she wants to have 
a baby with her husband (Luke Wilson) and 


hides a secret from him about their chances; 
she also has a crush on her hunky, foreign 
scuba instructor (Boyd Holbrook); Milo tries 
rekindling a former relationship with a man 
(Ty Burrell) who now has a son and girlfriend; 
and, in small doses, director/co-writer Craig 
Johnson seeks poorly conceived comic relief 
through the twins’ mom having a new family 
who is black and Milo accidentally going to a 
bar’s “dyke night.” 

On screen, though, the film comes close 
to something resonant due to wonderful per- 
formances by the fellow “SNI’ alums. Wiig 
has shown dramatic chops before (watch 
“Bridesmaids” more closely), but Hader 
has never had this opportunity. He nails it, 
never once seeming like a comedian stretch- 
ing himself. He comes across as a talented 
dramatic actor who’s also sharp and hilarious. 
As the complicated bond between Milo and 


Maggie reappears, the actors beautifully de- 
pict the siblings’ past connection and current 
tension. The movie’s at its best when the plot 
mostly steps aside and the stars’ chemistry 
takes over. 

Johnson isn’t attentive enough to the histo- 
ry of the family as a whole and as individuals,

Fela Anikulapo Kuti 
in ‘Finding Fela’ 


Can't find the beat 


Fela Kuti’s life wasn’t 
boring. He created 
Afrobeat. He married 
27 women at once 
and put a timetable 
on his door for when 
each spouse could 
enter his room. He 
was buried with a giant spliff in his hand. And 
that’s just a few juicy details. 
The movie about the late Nigerian musi- 
cian/activist, however, is dull and aimless. 
And I promise that my personal disinterest in 
Broadway plays no factor in finding “Finding 
Fela,” a frustratingly disorganized effort from 
ultra-prolific documentarian Alex Gibney 
(‘The Armstrong Lie”). Throughout a mean- 
dering two hours, Gibney constantly departs 
from archival footage and interviews about his 
legendary subject to show the stage produc- 
tion of “Fela!” both as it’s performed and as 
director/choreographer Bill T. Jones ponders 
how to depict the many threads of Fela’s life. 
With “Finding Fela,” those threads get tan- 
gled into oblivion. Independently, of course, 
many details have value. This includes Fela’s 
transition from singing about soup to taking 
an increasingly firm stance against violence 
and corruption in his native country and 
continent; Paul McCartney recalling being 
one of the only white people at Kuti’s club 
the Shrine (which inspired the South Loop 
club of the same name) and weeping because 
the music was so good; and The Roots drum-

mer Ahmir “Questlove” Thompson drooling 
over/saying he fears Antibalas, the modern 
ensemble that provides music for “Fela!” 

Yet Gibney zigzags without his usual 
focused inquiry, instead suggesting he wants 
to know everything ... but, wait, let’s see what 
“Fela!” is up to now. You'd think this would 
include discussions with the real-life actor 
playing Fela on stage, but no. The doc is too 
busy with stories from the icon’s family and 
friends, which tilts the film toward a series 
of biased memories. Gibney fails to chart the 
impact of Kuti, as some of his famous musi- 
cian kids testify, refusing to let his children 
call him “daddy” and never wanting to seem 
like he favored his family over anyone else. 
Jones expresses uncertainty of what to do 
with the knowledge that Kuti, a symbol for 
the AIDS epidemic in Africa, had lots of un- 
protected sex. That’s a storytelling problem 
to which the movie can relate. 

There’s no denying the power and influ- 
ence of Fela’s music. It’s interesting to see 
how James Brown and American soul music 
plays into this narrative. Yet like “Get on 
Up,” the recent Brown biopic, “Finding Fela” 
leaves you tapping your feet and scratching 
your head about why such a rich story didn’t 
generate a better, deeper, smarter movie.

Anecdotes only go 
so far when covering 
an issue that needs 
investigation. This 
wasn’t as much of a 
problem with local 
production company 
Kartemquin Films’ 
2o11 documentary “The Interrupters,” which 
observed Chicago’s Violence Interrupters 
and their efforts to decrease incidents in 
troubled neighborhoods like Englewood and 
Roseland. Director Steve James could have 
asked a lot more questions about relevant 
pieces of this situation (including education 
and job opportunities), but his access was 
fascinating and staggering. 

“The Homestretch,” Kartemquin’s latest 
doc, also operates primarily with anecdotes 
but to lesser effect. The subject this time is 
young people struggling with homelessness 
in Chicago. Writers/directors Anne De Mare 
and Kirsten Kelly indicate that it’s a problem 
faced by 1.9 million nationwide, with 19,000

CPS students registered as “students in tem- 
porary living situations.” So it’s disappointing 
that the film focuses so narrowly on three 
subjects. 

This, of course, is no fault of the teenagers: 
Roque, who has neither documentation nor 
an ID and lives with a teacher who has taken 
him in; Kasey, who stays at Bronzeville’s 
Belfort House as part of the Teen Living Pro- 
gram and was homeless for a year after her 
mom “got rid of her” when Kasey came out; 
and Anthony, who also is at Belfort House 
and hopes to put his past (which includes 
various forms of abuse and an armed robbery 
charge downgraded to aggravated robbery) 
behind him for the sake of himself and 
the son he rarely sees. Though I’m curious 
how and why these particular subjects were 
chosen to represent all of Chicago’s young 


people in this position, these three are inspir- 
ing and powerful. 

Made over the course of five years, “The 
Homestretch” isn’t any more illuminating 
than an MTV episode of “True Life: ’m 
Homeless.” The movie just needs more. 
What is it like for those who have to leave 
shelters that perform lotteries for the limited 
number of beds? Do support systems blos- 
som at shelters, and how does that translate 
when people are on the street? Why does

funding disappear from the Night Ministry’s 
the Crib and then return? How has the clos- 
ing of mental health clinics affected, if at all, 
those who are struggling? 

Again: This film covers an important 
topic and has several stirring images. Maybe 
one movie can’t encapsulate this subject 
any more than one movie can cover all the 
moving parts of Chicago’s violence. But “The 
Homestretch” takes a small bite and leaves 
too much on the table.

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How does The Gage’s 
good-looking new 
neighbor measure up? 


Acanto, the new restaurant from the folks be- 
hind The Gage and The Dawson, has a pretty 
good shot at becoming one of best restaurants 
on Michigan Avenue. Then again, that’s not 
exactly an impressive feat considering Michi- 
gan Avenue has a dearth of great independent 
restaurants. By my count, the “great” club 
includes Nomi Kitchen, The Purple Pig, 
Spiaggia and Acanto’s sister restaurant The 
Gage. With little competition and an A-list 
owner in Billy Lawless, Acanto has the DNA 
to dominate the dining food desert of south 
Michigan Avenue. Armchair predictions mean 
little, however, so I stopped in recently to 

see if Acanto truly has the stuff to become a 
dominant destination or just a slightly above- 
average tourist trap. 


Like father, like son 
Acanto’s executive chef Chris Gawronski 
was born to do this. He’s the son of certified 
master chef Kevin Gawronski, who owned 
two pasta shops and is now a culinary 
professor in Michigan. Kevin's good 
friend is chef Brian Polcyn, now 
considered an American authority 
on charcuterie. They both golfed 
regularly with Polcyn, and Chris 
mined him for recipes. 

Though a life of cooking seemed 
pre-ordained, Gawronski tried to 
avoid it and studied English literature at 
Oakland University in southeastern Michi- 
gan, where he “wasn’t really that good of a 
student,” he said. “I was a swimmer. I mostly 
studied swimming pool.” Midway through 
college, he realized his real calling was cook- 
ing, a path his father discouraged because of 
the intense dedication involved. As a chef, 


Gawronski’s dad worked long and odd hours, 
which took him away from some of the most 
basic family duties. “I told [my dad] I wanted 
to cook, and he said, “You’re [bleep]ing crazy! 
Let me ask you a question. Who taught 
you to shave?’ I said ‘Mom.’ He said, 
‘Exactly’ ” 
But, Gawronski persisted, and 
i now, his father occasionally joins 
him in the kitchen. “Now I get 
to work with my dad. It’s avery 
personally gratifying thing. We 
developed recipes together for Acanto 
before the opening,” Gawronski said. 


Endless pastabilities 

Pasta is the best thing at Acanto. There are 
five on the main menu and another one to 
two offerings listed on the specials chalk 
board each night. They are all housemade. In 
most restaurants, even if the ravioli dough is

fresh, spaghetti isn’t housemade, because the 
tubular form requires an expensive extrud- 
ing machine to create perfect strands. “I told 
Billy we needed an extruder if we’re gonna do 
this right,” Gawronski said. “The great guy 
that he is, he agreed, but said the pasta better 
be damn good.” It is. The spaghetti noodles 
($17), coated in a golden duck-egg gravy and 
tossed with perfectly blanched emerald 
green-colored rapini and tender braised bits 
of pork neck and shoulder, had a satisfying, 
springy chew. Another pasta, the black pepper 
rigatoni ($17), was covered in a contrasting 
mix of toasted breadcrumbs and comforting 


silky bits of spicy braised lamb. 


Chris and the beanstalk 

In addition to the pastas, there’s a decent 
selection of salads and first courses at Acanto. 
One of my favorites was a serpentinely ar- 
ranged tangle of tender octopus, crisp radish,

jammy figs and fiery slivers of fresno chili 
bathed in a sweet-and-sour drizzle of balsamic 
vinegar and olive oil ($16). The dish looked 
and tasted like it fell out a high-end tasting 
menu. Not everything’s so fancy, though—I 
loved the humble white bean salad featuring 
bitter shoots of purple Treviso leaves (a milder 
type of radicchio), salty bits of pancetta, but- 
tery pine nuts and sweet bursts of raisin ($14). 
But Gawronski doesn’t always get it right with 
beans. There are way too many black turtle 
beans (and they’re underseasoned and slightly 
tough) in his suckling pig preparation ($38). 
Luckily, the incredibly tender suckling pig— 
served three ways: a bit of roast loin, a slice 

of pork belly and an uncased sausage made 
from the shoulder—redeems the plate. The 
sausage is garlicky and juicy and demonstrates 
the meat prowess of a guy who’s been studying 
charcuterie for a while. 


Spirits for all 

All that salty meat required a strong drink, 
and the list from spirits director Mike Page 
had quite a few nice ones. I especially dug the 
#3 aperitivi ($9) featuring sweet vermouth 
and housemade wood-grilled orange soda; it 
tasted like an orange Crush ice cream float 
smoked over a campfire. If sweet is not your 
thing, the #9 cocktail ($13), a delightfully bit- 
ter elixir featuring armagnac, amaro and cher- 
rywood smoke (from cherry wood chips set 
afire by a mini-butane torch) had a leathery, 
woodsy quality that will satisfy those who like 
heavier cocktails. 


Look out for Lawless 

New York has had a long history of legend- 
ary maitre d’ types, such as Oscar Tschirky of 
Delmonico’s and the maestro Sirio Maccioni 
of Le Cirque, but Chicago restaurants usually 
have been defined by their chefs. Acanto’s 
owner, Billy Lawless—the dude with the 
gargantuan presence who plays a de facto 
version of a maitre d’—might be the excep- 
tion. At some point, he will arrive at your table 
with his big grin and crack a joke in his Irish 
lilt. He may slap you on the back or pour youa 
complimentary digestif: One thing he always 


does, as on the night I visited, is ask if there is 
anything he can do or anything he can bring to 
make your night better. 

This is a good thing, because Lawless’ ova- 
tions seemed genuine and balanced out our 
server, whose excessive fawning just felt fake. 
When my friend ordered a cocktail at the 
beginning of the evening, the server declared 
it his favorite. In the middle of the meal when 
I ordered a completely different cocktail, that 
same server declared this cocktail his favorite 
a well. He asked how we liked every single dish 
we ate. He commented on the remains of each 
plate and the speed with which we ate them, 
as if he’d been watching our every bite. Don’t 
stand so close to me. 


Aroom to swoon over 

One of the most impressive things about 
Henri was its dining room; at a time where 
even the finest chefs (see Goosefoot, Eliza- 
beth) were opening spare, self-designed spaces 
in modest storefronts, Henri had all the 
trappings of old-school fine dining. The spa- 
cious dining room featured towering ceilings, 
Louis Sullivan-style molding, glass chandeliers 
wrapped in amber-colored drum shades and 
Tiffany blue walls. 

At Acanto, almost none of this is lost and 
much is gained. The chandeliers have been 
replaced by mission-style glass pendants that 
cast a dim light against newly painted crimson 
walls. Hundreds of backlit wine bottles hold 
court next to a fireplace filled with flickering 
candles. Tufted red leather banquettes and 
burnt sienna-colored Eames-style chairs sur- 
round honey-hued wooden tables. The whole 
place feels less like a restaurant and more like a 
secret smoking lounge at a country club. 


Bottom line 

Acanto is a calm Italian-food serving respite 
from a hard-won day of surveying the Art 
Institute or shopping on the Magnificent 
Mile—and definitely one of the best restau- 
rants on Michigan Avenue.
